The George 
Washington of 
the 


cherry-tree myth may look good in 
story-books, but the George Washing- 
ton of real life commands even more 
profound respect in the hearts of his 
countrymen, Dr. J. L. Cannon, pastor 
of First Methodist church told Hope 
Hotary club at noon Friday in Hotel 
Barlow. It was n Washington pro- 
gram celebrating the bicentennial of 
the birthday of America's founder. 


"Whether Washington ever owned 


a cherry-tree, or a hacthct to chop it 
down with, now seems doubtful to 
the historian," said the speaker. But 
We are little concerned' over that. 


"The fact remains that Washington 


was perhaps the bes tsurveyor of his 
time—when surveyors 
were 
better 


paid than any other professional men. 
And he was a good business man, so 
that when the Revolution broke out 
he was regarded as one of the richest, 
if not the very richest, men in the 
Colonies. 


Not a Speech-Maker 


"Washington did not have all the 


fine graces of a parliamentarian. He 
was not happy when making a pub- 
lic address. It is fairly well known 
that Alexander Hamilton, wrote the 
few speeches that the founder of our 
country actually delivered. 
- "But he was a man of supreme 
courage and tremendous competence. 
It was tbe mng*': hojW^fhat^WasWng-, 
ton had upon all men which enabled, 
him to attract the leaders of the Colo- 
nies 16 the cause of the Revolution, 
and later, hold them together through 
the trying period after the war when 
the loose federation of states was be- 
ing bound into the permanent repub- 
lic under the Constitution. 


"Of the times that try men's souls, 


I can illustrate by telling you that 
Washington's men wept hungry and 
threadbare at Valley Forge not be- 
cause there were no shoemakers and 
bakers to supply them—but because 
the British were willing to pay cash 
for these things, while all the Revo- 
lutionists could offer was promises. 
And therefore, while their country- 
men were laying down their lives for 
this new nation, many of the stay-at- 
homcii were selling off bread and 
clothes to the enemy. 


'We rend that at one time Washing- 


ton put up $267,000 of his private for- 
tune that his soldiers might have 
bread und clothes. 


Washington Conquered 


"The continental 
congress, weak 


product of the first 
federation 
of 


states, had no authority to levy taxes. 
All it could do was call upon the state 
legislatures 
for 
money—and these, 


quarreling among themselves, refused 
to make the necessary grant. 
When 


the congress was calling for money 
with which to pay interest on the 
national debt, the states were busy 
flouting their on bonds and refusing 
support to the congress and the Colo- 
nial army in the field. At the end of 
the war there was due 13 million dol- 
lars in interest alone on the national 
debt. 


"And 
when the last British soldier 


had left America, and General Wash- 
ington came before the congress to 
surrender his commission, a bare par- 
cel of 20 men were present to re- 
ceive him. Yet the founder of our 
nation had the indomitable courage to 
take this handful of men and fight 
through our first reconstruction era 
until he had estbalished a sound gov 
crnment for tha tnation whose liber- 
ty he had just accomplished."

gram sponsored by Geo. W. Robison.

Surplus, Says Farm

WASHINGTON - 
(fl>) — With the 


planting season for cotton at hand, 
Chariman Stone of the Farm Board 
said Thursday indications were that 
August 1 would see a carry-over of 
about 13,000,000 bales. 


"This is about four times the ordi- 


nary carry-over," he said. "Let the 
cotton farmer draw his own conclu- 
sions as to how many acres to plant," 


The board consistently has advocat- 


ed cotton acreage reduction. The acre- 
age was cut about 10 per cent last year 
but favorable growing weather result- 
ed in a bumper crop o£ almost 17,000,- 
000 bales.

The massacre leaves but three of the 


seven Porello brothers left of the once 
powerful Sicilian clan which ruled the 
corn sugar and liquor trade on the 
East Side.

slashing counter attacic, just after 
midnight the Chinese army drove the 
enemy out of the Miaochangchen sec- 
tor Saturday morning and held on 
against desultory machine gun fire. 


Chinese said that the outcome of 


Friday's fighting was "more than grat- 
ifying." 


Friday's advance swung the Japr 


anese line around the walled town of 
Kiangwan, but volleys of rifle fire 
and machine gun fire, spiked an effort 
to close the bottle neck .west of the 
town through whjch the defenders 
were receiving food and ammunition.

Barney Cook in St. Louis, he said, and 
he and Cook, on the night of February 
11, held up a Jefferson Barracks street 
car and got $22.85. 


They were joined by Cecil Cook a 


few days later, he said, and on the 
night of February 19, held up another 
street car securing $16.40. 


At 11 p. m. Monday, all three par- 


ticipated in the rotibery of a high- 
way bus near St. Louis, tking $17.30, 
Randolph said. The robbery of the 
Bono bank was planned by the three 
at St. Louis about a week ago, and 
they came here Tuesday to "pull the 
job," he said. 


Cecil Cook and Randolph entered 


the bank and took $3,300, slugged F, 
W. Davis and Ray Stevens, bank em- 
ployes into unconsciousness, and at- 
tempted to escape. As they left the 
bank they mtt a volley of fire from 
Bono residents, alarmed by Luther 
Barnes, who saw the men enter the 
bank and suspected a hold-up. 


Randolph was wounded as he fled in 


his car. Cook was pursued by Con- 
stable Coward and wounded severely. 
Barney Cook had been left in a car 
on the highway a. mile from Bono to 
help the three escape, Randolph said. 


Hearings for the men are awaiting 


the outcome of Cecil Cook's wounds. 
He was showing slight improvement

ister, and from him re'dcivad much of 
the learning and ideas that he-pos- 
sessed. The majority;.; of .the leaders 
in America have been educated by 
ministers or at "Christian schools and 
have had the -bent inrthe-,right 'dlrd<> 
tion. He ever held the; ministry ;in the 
ighcst estimation and' when Inj corny 
mand of the American artnics directed 
that all the regiments, "be" supplied 
with chaplins and insisted that the 
soldiers attend divine services which 
he himself attended. He said that an 
army with chaplains and religious in- 
fluence was stronger a'rfd"'more re- 
liable than^those without. 


He was a member of the Episcopal 


church, in which he was born arid 
roared, but believed in attending ser- 
vices conducted by other denomina- 
tions and often partook of the com- 
munion when visiting 
with them. 


When there were no services in his 
own church he would go to another 
denomimtion and worship there. He 
was not a Puritan or Scotch-Irish but 
came from the Cavaliers and so some 
of his ideas were not in keeping with 
the former class but he kept within 
Christian bounds and was respectful 
to the views of others. 


He believed in a special, superin- 


tending providence and often times 
when delivered from great danger 
would ascribe his deliverance to the 
watchful care of God. At Braddock's 
defeat he had two horses shot from 
under him and four bullets pierced 
his clothing and in writing to one of 
his relatives said 'that . he 
escaped 


death by the "miraculous interven- 
tion of Providence" and in the dark 
days at Valley Forge .he attended 
special prayers conducted 
by 
the 


chaplins and then would, retire to 
some lonely spot and engage in pray- 
er privately and when deliverance 
came he gave all the praise to the 
God of battles who had favored and 
delivered them, A number of his writ- 
ten prayers are pcrsorvcd and how 
an unfaltering faith in God and in 
his belief that he was under His 
spceial care.

And Farmer* Should K««p 


Livestock as Never Be* 


fore He Says 


There la not much of art encourag- 


ing nature that addresses Use* ot the 
farmers at the beginning of this farm- 
ing season. The weather conditions 
have been exceedingly unfavorable, 
there has ben so much rain that ^he 
farmers have had no opportunity to 
do any winter plowing or to get out 
and do the necessary repair work. 
The ground Is still full of water and 
the country roads are muddy and 
bad. in the river bottoms and allu- 
vial sections thousands of bales of cot- 
ton are yet In the field unpicked, arid 
damaged to the extent that it Will 
hardly pay to pick and gin it on the 
present price basis. In other sections 
it has been necessary to take the 
livestock off the pastures on account 
of the Soft condition of the pasture 
lands. Viewed from every angle, the 
farmers have had but little encourage- 
ment to activity, and with the scarcity 
of money to meet the family necls the 
outlook has been Indeed dismal to 
thousands of goou farmers nnd good 
men who are the salt of the earth; 
and the very mud-sills of whatever 
prosperity the state may have in this 
rear of 1932. The recent legislation 
jy Congress seems calculated to put 
a much greater volume of real money 
into circulation, to reopen many clos- 
ed banks, expand credits and stimu- 
late business. All of these things 
will be helpful to the farmers during 
the year, and especially at the har- 
vesting period, by creating better mar- 
kets and greater demand for the pro- 
ducts of the farm. The government 
loans to farmers for production pur- 
poses will again be available, whereby 
the farmers will be able to obtain the 
necessary credit to make crops. If 
piices are stimulated in the mean- 
time the farmers may be able to pay> 
off their loanse next fall and find 
themselves in fair to good shape. At 
all events, let us all feel hopeful to 
that end. If business conditions are 
revived, they will reflect to the ad- 
vantage of the farmers in better mar- 
kets for farm products.

The soy bean is one of the 
best crops for building up the land 
the coming season, and will make con- 
siderable feed. Those farmers who 
are short of feed should sow spring 
oats for early,feed. No farmer in Ar- 
kansas should have to buy any feed 
to make a crop this year.

Cheaper By Air 


WASHINGTON.—According to the 


U. S. Post Office Department, the gov- 
ernment now spends $24,000,000 a year 
for transporting first class mail by 
train, and $15,000,000 for movement of 
air mail.
